colony, common discretion would have suggested 
the propriety of making himself somewhat ac- 
quainted with those subjects with which he might 
feel called upon to deal before venturing a decid- 
ed opinion’ pne way or the other. We. observe, 
however, with regret a disposition to launch oat, 
with the most indecent haste, in a general’ and 
bitter opposition to the Government and the 
Jaws of a colony which he bat yesterday adopted 
as his own, leaving himself fairly open to the 
suspicion of being u mere adjunct ‘of the Victoria 
press, or else actuated by a desire to increase 
his gains by pandering to the prejadices and mis- 
appreliensions ofthe discontented portion of the 
‘commanity in which he has so precipitately rais- 
ed the banner of discord and disaffection. It is 
always mach easier to excite and indulge popular 
passion and prejadive than to enlighten and cor- 
rect. Ina new colony presenting so many dif- 
ficulties to a proper and satisfactory administra- 
tion of its-affairs, and where much that is done 
is of necessity of a tentative character, it is .the 
duty of the people to accord a generous support 
to any Government honestly endeavoring to pro- 
mote the intersts of the country, and it becomes 
the especial duty of the press to tone down rath- 
er than to‘ inflame those feelings of irritation and 
discontent which will be found to exist to a great- 
er or less extent in the best goveraed commanity 
on the face of the earth—to place the most liber- 
al construction possible upon the acts of the Gov- 
ernment, seeking rather to promote the success- 
” fal working of experimental measures than to 
excite popular prejudice, thereby hindering their 
success and weakening the hands of the adminis- 
tration. To growl is the “inalienable birth-right 
of every Briton ; and growling is a good and 
wholesome thing in its way, if properly directed. 
But it is by no means the first or highest- duty 
of the-press to promote a general and indiscrimi- 
nate disposition to growl. Our Cariboo contem- 
porary may believe his tramp card to be union 
to Vancouver Island and wholesale opposition 
to the Government of British Columbia ; nor is it 
impossible that he may succeed in enlisting the 
sympathies of a mejority of the miners in Cariboo 
in this unpatriotic and unholy crusade against the 


interests and prosperity of @ colony into which | 


he appears to have come as a wolf in. sheep’s 
clothing ; for it is always very much easier to 
lead people into error than into truth—to convince 
_ them that they are misgoverned and oppressed 
‘rather than the reverse. But we apprebend that 
what may appear to be success just now will 
turn out in the end to be grievous disappointment, 
_ if not ignoble failure. Nobody expected that 
the miners would be pleased with taxation in 
whatsoever form it might be presented to them ; 
but every honest, reflecting man, whether he be 
farmer or miner, must see that the editor of the 
Sentinel is not playing the part of honest inde- 
pendence or true patriotism. Tbe press is un- 
doubtedly a powerful, and, with proper manage. 
ment, an invaluable institution ; bat when its 
power comes to be prostituted to the treasonable 
work of estranging the people from their Govern- 
ment, and spreading discontent and sedition in 
the community it must be looked upon. as an 
evil. We have said we regret the policy adopted 
by our contemporary. Had he pursued a more 
moderate and rational course, bad he been wil. 
ling to allow measures recently enacted time to 
prove themselves, and carefully scrutinized the 
acts of Govertiment before passing sentence

The Special Assize. 


The special_session appointed for the trial of 
Ahan and Lutas, two of the Chilicoaten Indians 
charged with the murder of McDonald, Higgins, 
and MeDongal, and brought down in Mey last, 
by Mp. Moss, was opened yesterday. The Hon. 
Mr. Crease, appointed by special commission un- 
der the hand of His Excellency Governor Sey- 
monr, took his seat upon the Bench punctually 
at 11 o'clock. The Court was opened in the 
usual way by Mr. Pooley, Acting Clerk, who 
read the commission investing Mr. Crease with 
all the functions of Puisne Judge, for the space of 
one calender month, after which the following 
gentleman were empanelled asa Grand Jury : 
William Clarkson, Esq, Foreman, Hons. J. A. R. 
Homer, and H. Holbrook, and Messrs. P. Hick, 
J. T. Scott, W. J. Armstrong, H. W. Smith, E. 
Brown, W: Armstrong, J. Murray, W. Grieve, 
L. Hoyt, and J. Calder. 

His Honor proceeded to address the Jury, stat- 
ing that they were brought together for the pur- 
pose of endeavoring to unravel the last tangled 
skein of that scene’of bloodshed and murder 


which, commencing at Bate Inlet in the marder 
of some men employed in making a road, swept 





‘over the northern part of the colony, almost as- 


saming the character and proportions of an in- 
surrection, when it was happily checked by the 
Volunteer expeditions and the prompt action of 
the Government. He alluded at some length to 
the connection of the two prisoners about to be 
placed upon their trial with the massacres of 
last summer, and said that although no mortal 
eye would probably be able to pry fully into the 
original causes of these unhappy occurrences, 
yet there was one point which he would bring 
under the notice of the jury, and that. was the 
feeling which appeared to be universal amongst 
the Indians with respect to the white man intro- 
docing the small-pox amongst them, showing 
how very careful we should be in our intercourse 
with the natives to avoid by word or act, giving 
colouring to the superstitions views they enter: 
tain upon the subject. He paid a high compli- 
ment to Mr. Moss for the important service -he

Aban quite admitted the 
crime, but said he was pressed.into it by a great 
chief} When His Honor was about to pass sen- 
tence Mr. Wood moved for arrest of judgment 
upon several technical grounds, so sentence was 
deferred and the issues raised are to’ be argued 
to-day at 10 o'clock.
